Thers are several kinds of guardians
of minors recognized by the lnw.  Firstly,
there nre the parents, who are the nat-
ural gunardians of the children; then
other near relatives who miny take charge
of a chilil when its parents die, and who
may come o be recognized as the legal
guardinns,  then thers are guardinns
whom the father or mother may appoint
by will to have charge of the person or
property, or hoth, of a child, or if sach
sppomntment has pot been made it will
| be mde by the sarrogate where g cor-
